On  April  18  an  affirmative  stand  "was  taken  by  the  Executive 
Board  (representing  400  members  from  all  over  the  United  States) 
of  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Garden  Club  with  regard  to  the  Islands 
Trust  Bill,  So3485,  pointing  out  the  sections  of  the  Bill  which 
met  with  the  Board's  approval  and  stating  that-  other  sections 
needed  clarification  and  modification.. 

The  Board  of  the  Garden  Club  met  again  on  May  23  to  discuss 
such  modifications o   We  approve  the  Amendments  made  by  Senator 
Kennedy  as  reported  in  the  Vineyard  Gazette  of  May  19. 

"We  believe  that  non-resident  taxpayers  who  have  owned  land 
for  five  or  more  years  should  definitely  be  included  as  provided 
in  Sec.  3-c0 

If  the  representative  of  the  County  of  Barnstable  is  to  be 
eliminated  from  the  Commission  we  suggest  that  the  number  of  rep- 
resentatives of  the  private  non-profit  conservation  organizations 
be  increased  from  four  to  five. 

In  providing  services  as  indicat-ed  in  Sec.  12-b.,  we  urge 
that  they  will  include  'policing  and  cleaning  of  trash  on  Class  A 
lands  and  others  that  will  be  open  to  the  public  for  various  pur- 
poses.  This  is  something  the  local  bodies  have  been  unable  to  do 
satisfactorily. 

The  specific  modifications  recommended  are  included  on  the 
enclosed  two  sheets.

STATEMENT  OF  THE  MARTHA'S  VINEYARD  GARDEN  CLUB 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Garden  Club,  it  was 
voted  unanimously  to  make  the  following  statement  regarding  the  proposal  made  in  the 
Senate  to  establish  the  Nantucket  Sound  Islands  Trust  in  relation  to  Martha's  Vineyard 
only: 

1.  We  agree  that  the  Island  possesses  unique  scenic,  ecological,  scientific,  historic, 
recreational  and  other  values,  contributing  to  public  enjoyment,  inspiration  and  scientific 
study,  and  further  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  to 
take  action  to  preserve  and  conserve  such  values  for  the  enjoyment  of  present  and 
future  generations,  to  preserve  and  conserve  the  natural  ecological  environment  and 
improve  recreational  potential  of  the  area  and  to  encourage  maximum  complementary 
action  by  state  and  local  governments  and  private  individuals,  groups,  organizations  and 
associations  consistent  with  the  well-being  of  present  and  future  residents  of  the  Island. 

2.  We  welcome  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Army  to  cooperate  in  the  study  and  formulation  of  plans  for  beach  and  shoreline 
erosion  control  projects  especially  in  those  areas  most  immediately  threatened. 

3.  We  approve  of  the  direction  to  the  Secretary  to  cooperate  with  the  appropriate 
state  and  local  agencies  to  provide  safeguards  against  pollution  of  the  waters  in  and 
around  the  Trust  lands  and  against  unnecessary  impairment  of  the  scenery  thereof. 

4.  We  believe  it  will  be  helpful  to  have  Federal  funds  and  technology  available 
in  encouraging  aquaculture. 

5.  We  are  delightful  that  on  Noman's  Land  Island  the  lands  and  waters  are  established 
as  a  National  Wildlife  Refuge  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  with  the  Secretary  of 
Defense  are  directed  to  make  it  safe  for  public  access  and  shall  within  twelve  months  sur- 
vey Noman's  Land  for  unexploded  military  ordinance  and  render  such  ordinance  wherever 
found,  harmless, 

6.  We  concur  in  the  statement  that  extensive  local  efforts  of  both  a  public  and  a 
private  nature  hold  great  promise.  But  the  local  efforts  need  augmentation.  The  forces 
and  pressures  of  development  are  far  stronger  than  the  local  government  can  successfully 
withstand.  Local  efforts  have  been  hampered  by  both  a  lack  of  sufficient  authority 
and  a  lack  of  ample  funds. 

With  respect  to  the  other  provisions  of  the  bill,  we  believe  that  further  clarification, 
moderation  and  adjustment  is  needed.

SUMMARY  OF  MODIFICATIONS  FOR  S.  3485 


The  powers  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  modified  by  requiring  that  he  have  the  approval  of 
the  Commission. 

1)  in  determining  that  certain  buildings  may  remain  on  Class  A  lands  after  25  years; 

2)  in  designating  places  of  public  access  to  Class  A  lands  and  issuing  regulations  concerning 
their  use; 

3)  in  exercising  the  right  of  eminent  domain; 

4)  in  permitting  hunting  and  fishing. 

Secondly,  the  Secretary  shall  consult  with  the  Commission  in  the  planning  of  re-training 
programs. 

Thirdly,  that  the  Secretary  cannot  permit  hunting  or  fishing  on  private  land  where  the 
owners  or  occupiers  wish  to  restrict  or  forbid  the  same. 

The  composition  of  the  Commission  to  be  altered 

1)  by  requiring  that  representatives  of  each  town  shall  be  elected  at  a  Town  meeting 
instead  of  recommended  by  the  Selectmen; 

2)  by  requiring  that  representatives  of  private  non-profit  conservation  groups  be 
recommended  by  the  groups  concerned  and  not  by  U.  S.  Senators  and  Representatives; 

3)  if  the  County  of  Barnstable  is  eliminated,  the  number  of  representatives  of  private 
conservation  groups  be  increased  from  4  to  5. 

We  further  recommend  that  non-resident  taxpayers  owning  land  5  or  more  years  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  Commission  as  stated  in  the  Bill. 

We  wish  to  eliminate  camping  from  planned  public  uses,  believing  that  any  camping 
should  be  in  the  State  Forest  with  adequate  facilities  and  supervision. 

We  urge  that  services  will  include  policing  and  cleaning  of  trash  on  Class  A  lands  and 
others  open  to  the  public. 

We  recommend  that  permits  to  build  on  Scenic  Preservation  lands  should  not  be  given 
for  land  over  200  feet  high,  on  watersheds,  lands  within  100  feet  of  bodies  of  water  or 
streams,  on  floodplains,  etc. 

We  think  trails  to  be  established  should  be  limited  to  horse  back,  bicycle  or  foot 
passage,  and  denied  to  motorized  vehicles. 

With  regard  to  the  survey  by  the  Secretary  of  access  to  Trust  lands,  we  urge  that  his 
recommendations  include  a  limitation  on  the  size  of  busses  coming  to  the  Island  and  that 
no  bridge  between  the  mainland  and  Martha's  Vineyard  or  other  means  of  materially  in- 
creasing access  to  the  Island  be  permitted.

Thank  you  for  your  letter,  urging  my  support  of  Senator  Kennedy's 
Nantucket  Sound  Islands  Trust  Bill. 

At  the  time  the  bill  was  first  introduced,  it  was  my  feeling  that 
it  was  in  need  of  substantial  modification — a  feeling  that  Senator 
Kennedy  himself  shared.   In  the  weeks  since  then,  dozens  of  sugges- 
tions for  changes  have  been  made — many  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Senator?  and  more  certainly  will  be,  as  the  discussions  go  on. 

More  importantly,  in  my  view,  the  bill  has  served  its  most  useful 
purpose  already,  in  making  the  Islanders  aware  of  the  dangers  they 
face,  and  in  inducing  the»  to  work  together  in  thinking  of  and 
planning  for  the  future. 

By  now,  I  think  I  can  see  developing  the  beginning  of  a  consensus 
among  the  Islanders — that  action  is  needed,  on  a  variety  of  levels- 
private,  town,  county,  state,  and  Federal. 

Certainly  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  encourage   this  tendency.   And, 

in  the  end,  if  it  seems  that  some  Federal  action  is  necessary, 

I  will  initiate  and  support  whatever  legislation  I  think  is  called 
for. 

Again,  thank  you  for  writing.   I  urge  you  to  continue  to  play  an 
active  role  in  the  dialogue  concerning  the  future  of  these 
beautiful  Islands.   They  belong,  after  all,  to  us  all — and  we  all 
have  a  great  stake  in  saving  them--not  as  museum  pieces,  but 
as  living, functioning  communities  whose  historic  and  scenic 
charms  can  be  enjoyed  by  future  generations  too.

Dear  Hasty: 

Thanks  very  much  for  your  letter  of  September  9th  which  only  arrived  in 
this  morning's  mail. 

I  don't  suppose  there  is  any  way  for  you  to  have  known  this,  but  as  long 
ago  as  1966,  when  I  worked  in  the  Secretary's  office  at  HUD,  we  were  struggling 
to  win  acceptance  by  the  Congress  of  the  idea  that  the  Federal  Government  should 
make  some  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  the  local  governments  for  land  it  owned  or 
owned  an  interest  in.     We  tried  to  sell  it  on  the  basis  of  its  analogy  to  the  Federally 
impacted  areas  legislation,  and  on  the  idea  that  it  is  a  true  and  accurate  form  of 
revenue  sharing. 

Furthermore,  I  have  followed  closely  and  been  involved  with  directly 
the  Senate  version  (S.  632)  of  the  National  Land  Use  Policy  bill.  As  far  as  I  can 
now  make  out  there  is  no  difficulty  with  the  tax  provision  you  mentioned  in  your 
letter. 

I  deeply  resent  your  suggestion  that  on  the  question  of  Section  13  (d) 
of  Senator  Kennedy's  amended  bill  we  have  in  any  way  been  misleading  the  public. 
That  provision  was  worked  out  over  a  period  of  months  with  some  of  the  best  legal 
counsel  available  in  the  country,  both  in  the  private  sector  and  in  the  public  sector. 
It  is  precisely  the  kind  of  innovative  measure  of  which  Senator  Kennedy  has  spoken 
in  his  statements  about  the  bill,  and  it  is  one  which  uniquely  combines  federal, 
state,  and  private  interests  and  goals.     Any  land  encumbered  by  its  provisions  is 
in  no  way  exempt  from  S.  3485;  in  fact,  it  is  only  S.  3485' s  provisions  which  firmly 
assure  the  perpetual  preservation  of  the  land.     This  provision  of  Massachusetts 
law  was  first  used  to  preserve  land  in  and  around  the  Minuteman  Park  in  Lexington.

Given  the  rather  extreme  position  Mr.   Weeks  has  taken  on  the  bill,   I  can  imagine 
the  difficulty  you  would  have  in  endorsing  it.     I  welcome  your  suggestion  that  we 
work  cooperatively,  and  let  me  say  once  again  that  I  would  be  glad  at  any  time  to 
meet  with  you  or  anyone  else  on  your  staff  to  talk  about  where  we  go  from  here.
